Col: Slaywack, testified positively that 

Slayback was not armed, and was

John McGuffia and Victor Cole testified

volver when he eut red the room, and 
advanced on Cuckrell, pointing the 
pistol at him. Their stories did not 
differ from the previous staiements. 

‘McGuffin took Slayback’s pistol, and 

with it compelled Clopton to keep his 

hands off Cockrell. He produced the 
cape which was a_ pearl-handled 

ritish bull-dog, rusty. The jury's 
verdict merely recited the method of 

Slayback’s death. & 


COCKRELL’S STATEMENT. 


Another dispatch sayé:\ Col. Cock- 
rell read a statement, under oath, the 
substance of which is that at the re- 
ception at the rooms of the Elks Club, 
of which Cuckrell is Presid-nt and 
Slayback was a member, on the night 

. of September 30:h, Colonel Slay back, 
in the reception room, used violent 
language toward the Post Dispatch, 
charging its editor with being a black- 
mailer, and making serious charges 
against the paper. ‘Later in the even- 
ing, Cockrell invited Slayback into the 
library-room and a:ked if he intended 
to apply the te m black-mailer to him. 
He answered that he did uot, but en- 
tered upon another tirade of abuse 
against the paper.

_ .room, he said to Cockrell, “You have 
brought me ‘here to bulldose me, and 
now we are alone and manto man. I 
tell you if the Post-Dispatch ever at- 
tacks me or abu-es my character, I 
will go to your office and kill you. I 
will take the life of any man who em- 
ploys a newspuper to abuse and $j jure 
me.” He spoke of his partner; Mr. 

- Broadhead, who is « candidate for Con- 
gress in the ‘Ninth District. and the | 
charges which had been made against 
him, repeating several times that he 
would shoot anybidy who would pub- 
lish such things about him. He fur- 
ther said that Cockrell would be held 
to account for the course «f the paper, 
and declared that before the campaign 


was over he (Slaybuck) would go on 
the stump, and fiom hou-e to house, 
denounce the Post-Dispatch aud bre ak 
up its business.
